STILLWATEB, Minn., Oct. 23.—J. C. 


McBride a convict at the prison, re- 
ceived from Jackson county in Decem- 
ber last to servii three year* and five 
months for an assault, has made a re- 
markable confession, showing- him to 
be one of the most high handed mur- 
derers in the country. His confection 
was mad* to Warden Wolfer in a letter 
written October 8, and in it he related 
the murder of 
two officers—Joseph 


Grant and John McKott—at Geneva, 
111., on August 29, 1SS6; the murder of 
Julia Buchmore at Geneva; a post 
office robbery and the murder of Mar- 
shol, of Oswwatomie, Kan.; the burg- 
lary of a hardware store and the 
shooting-of a policeman at Guide Bock, 
'Neb., and many "burglaries and high- 
way robberies. If the story is true, he 
has been a veritable terror. 


Speaking- of the circumstances of the 


murder of Grant and ilc^ott, at Gene- 
va, he says; 


"I shot Joseph Grant and John Mc- 


Nott. Three of us, two pals and myself, 
were in the act of committing a burglary 
at G e neva at ahouit o'clock in themorn- 
ing-of December29,1SS6. We entered the: 
house of an undertaker for the jpurpose 
of robbery. My two pals were arrested 
by these officers. I -walked some dis- 
tance away from the place of the rob- 
bery to the courthouse and secreted. 
myself behind a .tree. AVhen the of- 
ficers came along- with my pals, I shot 
them, killing- Officer McJtott instantly 
and wounding Officer Grant fatally." 


Continuing-, he says: "I also mur- 


dered a woman by the name of Julia 
Buchmore iu the outskirts of Geneva 
about two Weeks before I murdered 
.the'officerB. lent her throat with a 
razor because she recognized me while 
in the act of committing a robbery. I 
carried the body to a hencoop and set 
fire to the house. The body was found 
in t-.he hencoop the nest morning-." 


McBride says hi s right name is tieo- 


Butler and 
that he -was born of re! 


spectable paren ts, who. have resided in 
Geneva since 1S7JL 
He has served two 


terms in prison in Illinois and one in 
Xebraska. 
After receiving the -lettei 


and calling McBride into his office fot 
a more explicit sto ry , of his crimes, 
Warden Wolfer 
communicated witn 


the authorities at Geneva ' ond ..else- 
where. 
He learned that the crimes 


were committed but has received nc 
additional information. 


McBride is now 83 years old and says 


he has followed the life of a robbet 
and murderer since he -was IS: year's 
old. 
While relating- the story of his 


crimes he gave all the details in a 
matter of fact manner and evidently 
felt relieved. He claims to have con- 
fessed b tcause his conscience bothered 
him and tays be is anxious to be pun- 
ished for his many" crimes. In the 
murder of the officers at Geneva he 
says he had two pals, one of them 
Harry Ester, later arrested and.seh- 
teoced to Joliet penitentiary for 15 
years.

Therefore, the surgeon general sayt, 
that tne corps be increased five iiii- 
geon-s and twenty assistant surgeons 
and five volunteer surg-eons who served 
in the war and who are now- in service* 
be transferred to the regular rolls and 
the ag-e limitation be removed. There 
are eighteen of these men, and in some 
cases they axe over thirty years of ajf«. 


It is also earnestly requested tha* 


the naval assistant snrg-eons be placefl 
on an equality with those of the army 
in pay and rank. At present the army 
can get all of the medical service it 
needs, while the navy can (ret scarcely 
any surgeons to serve. There are now 
four vacancies in the rank of assistant 
fctirg-eons, and there will be eight more 
during- the year, and tbe hope i» eas» 
pressed that the corps will not be *.V 
lowed to die out from lack of reoriut* 
which must follow unless the induce- 
ments are equal to those offered in the 
army, at least.

"American lotus" (nelunibium

Water Hyacinth.—This is a remark- 


able and curious plant. Instead of 
growing in soil it floats on the water, 
which it is enabled to do by means of 
its curiously inflated lent stalks which 
rese'mble bladders or balloons filled 
with "air. A large mass of feathery blue 
roots grow downward, their ends en- 
tering tbe soil. It forms a lovely ro- 
sette of its curious shimng.gr«e» leaves 
and throws up spiket of th« most ex- 
qul«ite flowers imaginable, resembling 
In fo'rm a spike, of hyacinth bloom, but 
as beautiful as nianr "f the choicest 
and most costly orehids.
